THE POWERS OF SOTTH AMERICA. 


The revolutions of South America 
ure SO frequent that it is diffieult to 
keep in ove's mind the political division 
of that portion of the western hem- 
isphere. Within a few weeks another 
bouleversement has led to a change of 
rulers in vite of its most famous states, 
and is destined, possibly, to bring about 
a change in its territorial character. 
It is well enough, tnerefore, to occa- 
sivually run our eye over what may be 
called a semi detached portion of our 
Own continent, to notice the rev- 
olutions through which it has ‘ 
and to study the existing character of 
the various nations into which it is 
divided. Kesides the various aboriginal 
dialects cxisting in its interior, two 
languages are spoken in South America. 
[In Brazil the speech is Portugese; in 
all tlie other countries, with the excep- 
tion of the smull English, Dutch and 
Freneh colonies on the. -north-castern 
coast, the prevalent ton se is Spanish. 
The total population of South America 
is Wot much more than half of the United 
States, and is not increasing With any 
considerable rapidity. Thereare man 
forciguers engaged in mereantile buet- 
ness in its large commercial cities, but, 
with the exception of Brazil, its shores 
are not touched by the great stream of 
Kuropean cmigration. 

Just now South America boasts of 
one empire, Brazil, which’became inde- 
pendent of Portugal i in 1822, nd which 
has had two emperors, Pedro the First, 
and his son, the present monarch, Pedro 
the Second, who eame tothe throne in 
1841. The population of Brazilis ten 
millions. ‘The republics un the Atlantic 
side are four in number. Of- these 
Paraguay became independent of Spain 
in 1811, has a population of 1,400,000
